Also make sure the space you
have for an appliance is big enough to fit it,
including room to open the door fully and
appropriate clearance for ventilation.

e Consider buying arefrigerator with a top-
mounted freezer and/or skipping the ice-
maker and dispenser.

In general, refrigerators with top-mounted
freezers use 10-25% less energy than
refrigerators with either side-mounted or
bottom-mounted freezers. Automatic ice-makers
and through-the-door dispensers increase
energy use by 14-20%. They also raise the
purchase price by $75-250. However, there is a
large degree of variation depending on the size
of a given refrigerator/freezer, its defrost type,
and whether the model has through-the-door
ice.
